At Harrisbnrg or .luneau, 1C5 
miles northwest of Fort Wrangel, on the 
Gastineaiix clianuid, tlie season's output 
for ihe [iiist year, it w.as cstiiuatod, would > 
amount to .*I50,000, and the placer dig- | 
giiigs there cut but a small figure in the I 
future of the camp. Tlie permanency of j 
the new discovery really hinges on the ' 
richness and extent of the quartz ledges, ;

develiqi into valuable mines. C^alifornia 
milling men of metins have purchased a 
number of loctitioiis, though at present 
they iire doing little work upon them. 
There are about 400 white mon in the 
camp, most of them Working placer 
claims.

The London Timcv corre.spovident sends 
the following: 

Among the diseases to which otir troops 
will be exposed liei'fi is the endemic htema- 
turia, which [irevailed largely among the 
French troop,s in the expedition of 1799. 
.Vbout tlireo-fourtlis of the fellaheen 
ponuliitioii sutler from this distressing 
scourge. It is often fatal, gcnertdly leaves 
permanent mischief, and is always of long 
duration. It is"c;iU3ed by a parasite, sup- 
posed to find its way into tho liuiuan body 
by the intermediary of frosh water mol- 
luscs, with which many of tho canals 
iiboutiil. Ltiat year about a dozen of tho 
Eiistci n Teleu'raph Cotniiany at Suez were 
invalid<-d within a month or two from 
this disease. Dr. Muriaoii, assistant to 
Dr. Muckie, who reported on it to the 
Company, found that all who wore at- 
tacked had, when oiit walking or shoot- 
ing, drank directly from the Sweetwater 
caiitil, near .Suez, sw:irniing, as do most of 
the canals in the country, with molluscs 
and small worms. The disease is believed 
to be entirely preventable by tivoiding 
drinking directly from tho cttnals or 
bathing much in nuiildy water, and by 
Using for drinking purposes only water 
well boiled or well filtered, care being 
takou that the filter is kept well cleaned 
and in good order. 1 understand that 
the Mediterranean troops are unpro- 
vided with filters, and it is to be hoped 
that the authorities will immediately 
adopt measures to save our troops from a 
disi-.isi^ which might dociniate the army 
with in ruianont invalids after their re- 
turn from Kgy[)t, as only in a fcsv cases, 
when the di.sease ha.s been sitvere, is there 
;i complete cure, though it m.ay hapfien in 
loss severe cases.

The 
three persons met on the steamer a few 
minutes before tho lines were cast oil', and 
husband and lover drew pistols on sight 
and were preparing to commence in genu- 
ine "cowboy" stylo, when Capt. liulles 
rtiahod up and finally took the weapons 
from the b'elligorenta. The woman re- 
fused to leave her lover, and the husband 
refused to leave the wife, so all throe left 
on tho steamer. Otipt. Bolles told them 
that if they renewed hostilities on the 
ship he would place the trio in irons. The 
afl'air occasioneil a very exciting scene 
among the passengers and spectators, and 
a lively time is anticipated when the par- 
ties reach Portland.
